This  as  I  understand  it,  is  an  interim  report 
and  I  thought  that  it  mtght  be  of  interest  to  you,  at 
this  stage  in  the  development  of  ypur  policy.  £et  me 
also  call  your  attention  to  a  little  booklet  entitled 
’Salaried  Positions  For  Men  In  Social  Work’.  This  is 
issued  by  the  Intercollegiate  Bureau  of  Cccupations, 

38  West  32nd  St.  New  York,  and. contains  a  rather  re¬ 
markable  survey  of  the  fields  now  open  to  profession¬ 
ally  trained  Social  Workers.  My  two  months  field  work 
in  the  East  has  convinced  me  that  there  will  be  a  num- 
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ber  of  similar  openings 


in  Canada  in
